THE NAY-SAYER 

Meet the controsrersial geobgist who says 
natural gas isn’t making money. 

By Isaiah Thompson 

M aking people like you is one way to get famous: making 
people hate you is another. If geologist Arthur Berman is 
getting well known, it's via the latter route. Fbr several 
years. Berman, a Houston-based petmleum geologist who worked 
for two decades ibr Amoco Corp. before starting his own consulting 
business and blog (I^tmleum Truth Beport), has been espousing 
apoint of view that runs in stark contrast to conventional wisdom 
and challenges the very bedrock of Am erica’s energy iiituierthat 
energy companies are oveihlowing the prohtability of natural gas. 

Berman’s voice has been a relatively small one in the wilderness, 
known roosthr to industry insiders — untiljust over a month ago. 
when The New York Times published an article titled “Insiders 
Sound An Alarm Amid A Natural Ges Rush, 'The article dted 
the emails of various gas- and energy-industiy insiders who, 
sometimes using eye-catching words such as “Enron' and “Rinzi 
scheme,' questioned whether the profits horn gas being drilled 
in “shale' form atiims in Tbxas and in Pennsylvania's Marcellus 
Shale even cover the costs ofdrillingfbrit Mostofthe emails were 
anonymous. Berman was one ofonly two named sources. 

The article caused quite the stir. Natural gas has gone horn 
makingupjust 2 percent of U.S. energy in 2000 to 23 percent last 


year, gaining some powerful allies along the way. It’s relatively 
inexpensive — atthe moment, at least — and it bums cleaner than 
coaKthoughthere’s debate over how much die processes used to 
produce it reduce that environmental edge I. Plus, it's domestic: We 
don’t need any Middle East countries to sell it to us. Right now, fed- 
eral and state lawmakers are considering various [dans to increase 
subsidies for gas; in March, President Obama endorsed the plan of 
gas magnateT. Boone Pickens to convert heavy U.S. vehicles to run 
on natural gas, not diesel. And so confident is Pennsylvania Gov. 
TbmCorbettin the industry’s long-term viability in the state that 
he, rather famously, has refused to tax it

These criticiues largely 
hinged around a single, powerful point: If shale gas isn't worth 
money, multinational corporations wouldn't be pouring billions of 
dollars into drilling it

+ A SHAMEFUL REALITY 

Two new studies show that Greater Philly is one of the coun- 
try's most separate and unequal when it comes to neighbor- 
hoods and schools for blacks, whites, Hispanics and Asians. 

‘Philadelphia's black papulation, and particularly its affluent 
black population. lives in much poorer neighborhoods than com- 
parable whites because they are so highly segregated by race." 
the studies'author. Brown University sociologist John Logan, 
wrote in an email to City Paper. “In these ways Philadelphia is 
like a number of older and larger metro areas in the Northeast 
and Midwest where the htstoricsal legacyof segregation in 
central cities from before the dvil rights era seems to be locked 
Into place and continues to be reproduced even as minorities 
begin to move to the suburbs." 

The region's blacks are exposed to poverty at a rate nearly 
three times higher than whites — the third-hlghest rate in the 
country. The average blade person lives in a neighborhood with a 
24.8 percent poverty rate, compared to just 8.4 percent for whitea 
And the Phillyareahasbyfarthe most extreme gap between 
Hispanic andwhite exposure to poverty. Hispanics are more than 
three times more likely to live in impoverished communities, 
with an average povertyrateof2S.4 percent. And we hove 
the second-highest ratio of Asian to white exposure to poverty: 
Asians are more than 1.5 times as exposed, livinginnei^bor- 
hoods with al3.4 percent poverty rate. 

Finally, the area has the largest performance gap between 
black and white schools nationwide, as measured by elementary 
schoolreadingsoorea The average blackkid attends a school that 
scores below the 21st percentile, while the average white’s school 


scores in the GBth.The same goes for Hispanics and whites: We're 
No. I, with Hispanics attending schools that are 3.28 times worse 
than those whites attend.

+ PUMP IT UP 

The recent news that the Philadelphia Live Arts & Philly Fringe 
hope to move their headquarters made us curious about the build- 
ing they're eyeing: the cool red-brick structure at Race Street and 
Columbus Boulevard across from the new Race Street Pier.

Besides office space, the renovations would include a theater 
and a gastropub. But when the city posted a link to its Facebook 
page about this plan, a commenter was quick to write that the area 
“certainly doesn’t need any more bars.' 

Given the zoning restriction that makes it difficult to open bars 
and restaurants in Old City north ofMarfcet. if the festival people 
do buy the building, they might need toput out other fires — of the 
resident-objection sort. — Theresa Everline

At the heart of his critique of shale gas drilling’s 
profitability are two main point& The first is that 
drilling companies have understated dieir expens- 
es and overstated their profits to the pu bile. At the 
beginning of die natural gas boom, fir^t in shales in 
Texas, mostrecently in the Marcelhis Shale, natu- 
ral gas was valued at about $7 or $8 per thousand 
cubic feet. But amid the ecoiomic chaos of 2008, 
that price dropped by half 

That hasn’t strqiped energy companies, big and 
small, hnminvesting in shale gas — notably in 
the Marcellus Siale, where more than 2,400 wells 
have been drilled since 2010 alone. And as Hanger 
and an M.I.T. study group have pointed out, the 
volume of gas being produced across the coimtry 
iixim shale drilling has increased enormously, 

“I get that, and thath great,’ says Berman, “but my 
question is, is anybody makingmoney onthestuET’ 

Companies like Range Resources end 
Chesapeake Energy have touted the big money 
to be made in shale drilling. But according to 
Berman’scalculations, such companies are barely 
breaking even — indeed, sotnedmes losing money 
— at current prices (just last week, the Securides 
& Exchange Commission subpoenaed finandal 
hies from several gas-related ener^ companies). 
Should prices increase, that mi^t change the 
prodt margins. But this would disrupt the other 
narrative of natural gas: that it will remain cheap 
enough to becomeaiiiajorpai4oftheU.S. energy 
future and might therefore deserve government 
subsidy or support. 

Why would drillers even bother to drill if they 
weren’t making money now? One reason, says 
Berman, is land: Many of the land leases signed 
by gas companies contain clauses that revert the 
land back to the owner if gas production stops or 
doesn’t begin:'But once you have production ... 
you can hold that lease forever, "says Berman. 
Indeed. Chesapeake Energy CEO Aubrey 
McClendon told the /aquifer in May 2010, “Half 
of our drilling is kind of nen voluntary in the 
sense that we're drilling to hold leases, not drill- 
ing because we think $4 is a great gas price." 

That might not thrill landowners or the environ- 
mentally minded, many of whom already believe 
that Corbett and his predecessor Ed Rendell 
have allowed toomuch drilling fbrenvironmental 
wstdidogstoke^ aneye m. 

Which brings us to Berman’s second argument: 
that gas wells are drying up faster than gas 
companies admit. Using data from thousands of 
wells in Texas. Berman argues that, contrary to 
industry models, wells do not, after a number of 
years, “flatten out" and produce a steady output 
but instead continue to decline until they oren’t 
profitable anymore. 

Less gas. he says, will mean more wells, which 
in turn means “the drilling never stops," says 
Berman.'Our findings say ...that the welts 
decline so fast thatyouneverstop drilling You 
have to continue at the rate you’re drilling now." 

Berman's assoidons hove not, to be sure, gone 


undiallenged. Some of the 
critiques have been technical: 
a rebuttal by investmentadvi- 
sor 'Tudor, Pickering, and Holt 
rejects the model for declining 
gas production. The online 
industry magazine. The Oil 
Drum, has offered a summary 
on its website of various techni- 
cal critiques. positive and nega- 
tive, of Berman's work. 

Other attacks have verged 
onthepersonal: Berman 
has been accused of serving 
those who've bet against gas 
in markets, including the 
Middlefield Group, a Canada- 
based financial firm that pays 
Berman a quarterly stipend, A 
letter posted online by George 
Mason University fellow Jon 
Entine goes so far as to question 
whether (but stops just short of 
suggesting that) Berman and/or 
Middlefield conspired to “short" 
stocks ahead ofthe Times

But the larger criticism is 
that Berman and the Times are 
missing the big picture: that 
shale gas is abimdant and its 
rok shaping America's energy 
future is inevitable. 

Ironically, Berman doesi't real- 
ly disagree. While those opposed 
to fracking and drilling in the 
Marcellus 9kale have pointed to 
the Times article and Berman's 
finding as more evidence of its 
risks, they won’t find an anti-gas 
crusader in this geologist Tm 
very much a part ofthe natural 
gas industry, and very much 
a supporter," Berman asserts. 
‘Eveiyone knows that coal has 
issues.... Evaiif[gas| isn'tpraf- 
itabk.weneedtiie energy."

'//DESPin KUDOS AND label deals, it’s business as 
usual for Meek Mill. "Ijust want to be the best I 
can be'he says during a quiet time between film- 
ing a video for AfMG's “By Any Means” at his 31st 
and Diamond stomping groimds and heading to 
Camden to open a show for Lil Wayne. 

The kid bom Robert Rahmeek Williams didn't 
exclusively think about mpping while attend- 
ing Frederick Douglass Elementary or jumping 
between his parents’ separate residencea His 
mom, Cathy, Hved in North PhiUy, near 23rd and 
Bird), and his dad, Robert Parker, lived South at 
18th and Catharine. 

'One minute a skateboarder, next a basketballer 
ora boxer, 'soys Mill.'Youwant to beiumelhing.' 
Crediting the influence ofhis'heroes” such as his 
father apart-time musician who was killed dur- 
ing a robbery, and hisuncie. Grandmaster Nell of 
Philly's Punk Funk Nation, meant that hip-hop 
was a pre-eminent force in Mill’s life. “I got intn 
theirmusk stage 6 or 7.

Meek started rapping at 12 and got known 
quickly for his battle verses and fieestyles. He 
looked up to PhiEy’s own Beanie Sigel. FVeeway 
and The Roots’ Black Thought.

By age 14 he hooked up with 
several North PhillyMC and DJ cliques where 
recording techniques came down tn hooking up a 
microphone into a tiny stereo tape recorder and 
blowing. But Mill didn’tstay a part of any crew. 
Blame ambition. 

“Everybody doear’t work at the same pace or 
happen to have the same drive,'heBaya*I was 
pressingit.takingitseriously.'Mill b^andevel- 
oping astylc. Lyrically, there was violence and 
bad times, the usual mean-streets stuff, but there 
was hopefulness and fanaful diversions like 
diamonds and fine wine, too. The words weren’t 
merely about rap’s fascination with consumer- 
ism. It was all about a way out. “Fm always chas- 
ing my dreams,”he says. 

Beyond the lyrics, though, was Mrlfs music, mel- 
odies that filled early mixtapes like Best (^Meek 
Mia fti rt I , TAc Real Me and the 200 7 start of his 
hi^ily notable Flame rz series, ofwhich there are 
currently five. The songs were catdiy as hell 

“Philly has outstanding rappers, but the dif- 
ference between Meek and a lotof locals is drat 
he knows how to make a song,” says Cosmk 
Kev, who compares Mill's case to the difference 
between bailers in theNl leagues and NBA pros. 
“TheNl cats are talented andean do tricks, but 
as far as the NBA goes, they can’t make that tran- 
sition,’ says the DJ. “Mill is NBA-worthy." 

Mill is umasterof both sides — the street and 
the stadium. He could freestyle £ir an hour and 
come up with a dozen memorable musical hooks 


with up-tempo bouts. “The Fresh Prince could 
do it, freestyle like mad and make songs you’d 
remember, "recalls Kev. 

Starting around 2004, Mill’s friends began 
videotaping his streetperformances and putting 
them up on YouTube and onto DVDs with titles 
like Head Shot. “I didn’t even realize they were 
putting them up. Suddenly Tdhavepec^le telling 
me they saw me, "says Mill, who didn’t even know 
howto upload videos at the time. 

He got onto MySp ace and began pum^ang his 
musk there because it was “the only thing I had 
— free promotion,’ And of course there were the 
mixtapes. “I used to go to Target, buy $50 worth 
of blank CDs, then hand them out. Peiqrle would 
bum them or download them, then speadthem,” 
By 2009 hejoined Twitter, and has posted more 
than 20,000 tweets to 10 times as many followers. 
He was a viral revolutionary ofnu-rap. “It’s not 
just about how many hits you can get and how 
many Face book likes you get.” says Cosmic Kev. 
"It’s the Kve game, too."

ISN’T IT BROMANTIC? 

Phllly director Dave Ebersole confronts his 
skeptcism about straight/gay friendships 
— and makes a new pal in the process. 

By Josh Middleton 

I nourpost-finfourogpuniverae. it’ano longer atrange to see a 
couple of dudes hugging it out. But there ia one form of male 
bonding that still manages to raise eyebmwa: fnendahips 
between gay and straight men. That’s the idea that struck local 
director Dave Ebersolewhen he sat down to write his second play. 
Living Space^in late 2009. 

He always had betero guy hiends asakid.butbeingimnieTsed 
in theater since graduating from Temple in 2005, Ebersole started 
to feel separated horn the more masculine comers of society. 'My 
interactions with them started to feel superhcial and uncomfort- 
able," he says.*I started to feel like they were always judging me." 

So. like any good therapist would advise, he decided to face his 
fears head-on. The strategy? To write a play using himself os 
inspiration for a character who longs to experience on intimate 
connection with aguy who swings for the other team. Crafting that 
persona was easy, but, as a playwright who develops characters 
bused on the people around him, Ebersole hud trouble concocting a 
reatistic — well — straight man. 

Enter Jay Mazzola, a lady-loving co-worker who also happens to 
be an actor. “I started talkingtohimoneday and — bang — I went 


borne and wrote three scenes." Ebersole says Mazzola became 
actively involved with the prqject, offering tidbits that allowed 
him to piece together a more genuine character — and "helping me 
get sports refereiKes right,"he laughs. As a result, Li'cing Space 
not only delves into an issue many gay men can relate to, but also 
produced the veiy friendship he hud been searching for. ‘It becume 
prophetic,' he says. “(My luck of straight friends] was starting to 
become a real issue fer me but it's not anymore, which is the happy 
ending of it.” 

Like any new play, Liutng Space must undergo a series of 
readings before beingdoneupinfull-produclioD glory. So far.

Miranda July plumbs the pursuit of 
a happy ending.

M iranda July's second feature is narrated 
by a cat named Riw-Paw.

Therap on July's first film. Me and You and

The Future — which follows Paw-I^ Vs 
openingmonologue in which a yoimg couple, 
Sophie (July) and Jason (Hamish Linklater), pre- 
tend to stop time by freezing in place — almost 
begs to be wiittoi offthe same way.

Rotisseur’s roast chicken puts other Philly 
poultry to pasture. By Adam Erace

W hen the wisp of a counter clerk at Rotiseieur asked what 
sides I wanted, I drai't think she was expecting me to 
reply, "AH oFlhem.” 

“AB of th em?" sb e echoed. 

"AQ of them,” I confirmed, and she was oS, moving down a bufi'et 
ofcormtryfiedfixins like an assembly-line teamster, filling ecx>- 
chicBio-T^ takeout boxes fiill of potato salad, 
citrus-y fennel slaw, mac ^i' dieese and more. 

Just beyond, owner Aaron Matzkin cutup two 
gorgeous.goldenchickensasquicklyBSBnexpe- 
rienced criminal dismembering a body to dump 
in the Everglades. 

"Did you want the side of com muffins, too?” the cashier cal led 
across the sleek glass partition dividing the kitchen fiom its 18- 
seat.white-and-yellow dining room.

The muffins are one of about 10 sides 
that Rotisseur has on tap any given day. Some, like the peach cob- 
bler and watermelon salad, are seasonal <dioices that rotate among 
mainstays. At only $2.60 fiir a small side and $5 fora large, you 
should follow my lead und order them all, even if only half of them 
are worth writing home about.

also loved the combo of summery succotash, sweet com, 
sauteed zucchini, roasted red onions and blanched Uma 
beans all mingling tike guests at a perfectly seasoned 
pool party. 

Not so hot were the potato salad (due to an off-kilter 
ratio ofboiledtater to housemadeaioli) and kale chips 
that would disintegrate in a stiff breeze.

The best bird hailed 
from SenatPouhry, a halal operation so clear-conscious 
they’ve put pictures of their Paterson, NJ-. slaughter- 
house m their website and invite y’all to come down 
fora visit now.ya hear! A co-op ofAmish farmers raises 
Senat’s chickens without hormones and antibiotics in 
Lancaster, where the free-rooming roasters dcvelc^ the 
all-important Tatty skin" that turns to sheets of craddy 
gold leaf in the blazing rotisserie oven. 

■nie chickens arrive at Rotisseur. where th^'re 
cleaned up and submerged in a brine seasoned with a 
"secret Japanese ingredient" we cancm^ suspect are 
the tears ofHideki Matsui. Soakedovemight, the birds 


are glazed, salt-rubbed and slid onto spits in the rotis- 
serie, which can accommodate 35 3-pounders at atime. 
Elxactly care hour later, they’re perfect, all moist, tender, 
intensely chicken-y meat enrobed in yards of odspy skin. 
Abarlutely perfect. No wonder Rotisseur rolls through 
200ofthemaweek. 

Rotisseur sells its chickens by the quarter ($4 to $5), 
half ($8) and \^ole($14), or as meals with two sides ($7 
or Si 1. 50). Packed into the environmentally friendly 
ec)uivdlent erfa Dunkin’ Munchkins box. my twin whole 
birds with the full flxins roster fed four people for about 
$20 a head. And there was plenty leftover. Soorder gen- 
erously; as Matzkin learned in LA., chicken is always 
better the next day.
